CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Jan. 31 (AP) — A chimpanzee 
rode a Redstone rocket 155 
miles into space today and lived 
through at least part of the haz- 
ardous flight. 


The capsule was spotted 
promptly by a plane, even 
though the space craft overshot 
its target by 130 miles, and ships 
raced to recover it. 


At 1:35 p.m. (St. Louis time) 
ht was reported that the destroy- 
er R. E. Ellison had sighted the 
bobbing\\space craft and was 
losing in Yor the pickup. 

The capsule, built by the Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis, was equipped with pon- 
toons to keep it afloat and it 
carried enough oxygen to sus- 
tain the chimp for 28 hours. 
Theer was no food or water 
aboard, however. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said the 
37'4-pound male chimp _per- 
formed assigned tasks during the 
period scientists were in contact 
with the capsule. 

Even though the chimp should 
come through in good shape, the 
big error by the Redstone rock- 
et may mean another long post- 
ponement in the launching of a 
manned capsule. Officials want- 
ed a perfect performance before 
risking a human life. 

Abnormally High Thrust. 

Improper performance of the 
booster produced a higher than 
normal thrust that propelled the | 
capsule to a peak speed of 5000 
miles an hour. The intended 
flight program was to carry. the 
one-ton capsule 115 miles up, | 
290 miles down range at 4200 
miles an hour. 

The steeper re-entry path that | 
the capsule would take on the 
flight probably meant the chimp 
sustained more crushing decel- 
eration forces than was planned. 

If all had gone right, he would 
have endured forces 11 times 
the pul] of gravity. 

The 83-foot rocket roared away 
from its pad here at 10:55 a.m. 
(St. Louis time) after a delay | 
of nearly four hours from the |

members. 


Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis (Rep.), St. Louis, joined 
eight Democratic members of the 
Missouri delegation in voting for 
the committee change. Mis- 
souri’s other G.O.P. representa- 
tive, Durward ‘Hall of Spring- 
field, and Representative Paul 
Jones, a Democrat, voted with 
the Dixie-G.O.P. coalition. 


Missouri Democrats Bolling, 
Hull, Ichord, Karsten,’ Sullivan, 
Moulder and Randall supported 
the Rayburn position. 

Adds Two Democrats. 


The effect of passage of the 
resolution, a significant victory 
for President Kennedy in his first 
test in the legislative laboratory, 
wil] be the addition of two, liberal 
Democrats and one Republican 
to the present 12 members of the 
Rules Committee. 


The move was intended by 
Speaker Rayburn to assure that 
legislation forwarded by the 
White House and cleared by 
other legislative committees 
would not be bottled up in the 
Rules Committee. 


Frequently in the past, two of 
the eight Democratic members, 
Chairman Howard W. Smith -of 
Virginia, and William E. Colmer 
of Mississippi, have poined the 
four Republicans to create. a 
tie-vote roadblock against re- 
leasing progressive legislation 
for floor consideration.

‘‘We feel that there are many 
sites available in the county of 
the 29.9-acre size which are al- 
ready zoned commercial. We are 
against a shopping center being 
built adjacent to a school. We 
do not feel that the road condi- 
tions adjacent to this site are 
adequate for a shopping center.”’ 

A letter from the Spanish Lake 
Improvement Association asked 
that the current proposals be re- 
submitted to the County Plan- 
ning Commission and pointed out 
that First District Councilman 
John O’Hara (Dem.), was not a 
member of the council] when an 
earlier hearing was held.

Courage, Candor and Idealism 


It was a somewhat sobered President Ken- 
nedy who addressed Congress on the state of 
the Union Monday—a President who, in the 
10 days since an exalted inaugural had 
learned enough to be “staggered” by “the 
harsh enormity of the trials through which 
we must pass in the next four years.” 

But facing these realities has not moved 
him to panic or cynicism. The courage and 
candor which he showed in the inaugural and 
his first press conference were in fact inten- 
sified in this message, as if the very severity 
of the national ordeal had brought out in him 
and the nation the qualities needed for tri- 
umph. The idealism and high-mindedness of 
his approach, combined with a firm grasp of 
political and administrative necessities, nour- 
ish the hope that once again, as so often in 
our history, the nation has managed to evoke 
those resources of leadership best suited to 
the times, 

The dynamism of Mr. Kennedy's passion 
for forward movement both at home and 
abroad is apparent, but the key to his message 
is the fact that this progressive impulse is 
coupled with a conservative instinct which 
wants to be very sure of the direction ahead 
before plunging into action. Mr. Kennedy re- 
ferred to the responsibilities of a “prudent 
heir.” It was in that spirit that he presented 
no spectacular economic program for over- 
coming the recession, but rather a series of 
relief and welfare programs in the evident 
hope that an economic upturn has already 
begun which will obviate the need for drastic 
emergency action. 

. 7. 7 

It was in the same spirit that he withheld 
recommendations for any significant expan- 
sion of the military effort until his Admin- 
istration has thoroughly reappraised our whole 
defense strategy and world position. Mr. 
Kennedy seemed fairly certain during the 
campaign that increased military expendi- 
tures were urgently needed; now he calls for 
a reappraisal before committing himself on 
that point. 

He is wise to do so. It is he, after all, who 
will have to bear the responsibility if actions 
of his Administration either weaken our na- 
tional security or irrevocably condemn the 
world to another round of an arms race whose 
waste and peril he is so sharply aware of. 
Rather than be rushed into the decisions even 
by his own campaign slogans, he is well justi- 
fied in waiting until a sober analysis of the 
facts is in. 

Not until the end of February will “‘prelim- 
inary conclusions” of this reappraisal be avail- 
able. Meanwhile, Mr. Kennedy has ordered 
“prompt action” to increase airlift capacity, 
speed up the Polaris program, and “accelerate 


our entire missile program,” but only the ac- 
tion with respect to Polaris seems immediately 
significant. 

Thus the President Is telling the country 
that as of now no dire emergency requires a 
crash anti-recession program or a crash de- 
fense program; in both cases he is waiting for 
the full facts to reveal themselves. But there 
is no need to wait for the facts that call for 
his long-range welfare program, his foreign 
economic program, or his political and diplo- 
matic strategy. 

As to the domestic program, Mr. Kennedy 
firmly pledged to defend the dollar, and went 
on to assure the country that ‘‘it is my cur- 
rent intention,” by and large, to stay within 
the general range of the Eisenhower budget. 
The budget will be balanced, he said, if the 
economic upturn comes as soon as the Eisen- 
hower advisers expected, but may not be if 
the upturn-is delayed as the Kennedy advisers 
expect. The important thing is that “we will 
do what must be done.” So the President, 
while seeking sound finance, will not let 
budget considerations forestall action which 
is imperative now on housing, aid to educa- 
tion, and public health. 

7 7 * 

The initiatives Mr. Kennedy promises in 
foreign affairs are equally inspiring. The re- 
organization of foreign aid, the forging of a 
joint development program, a dynamic policy 
in Latin America, the use of our food sur- 
pluses and reservoirs of human talent abroad, 
all promise a new spirit of world leadership. 
Nothing is more important than the deter- 
mination to frame a coherent and positive 
disarmament policy. 

The recess which Mr. Kennedy has asked in 
the nuclear test talks will be used to prepare 
“to reach a final agreement” if the Russians 
really want one. Support for the U.N. will be 
increased in the hope of making it “an instru- 
ment to end the cold war instead of an arena 
in which to fight it.” And the Russians are 
invited to join a program of scientific co-oper- 
ation in space, removing “from the bitter 
and wasteful competition of the cold war” 
such endeavors as weather forecasting, com- 
munications satellites and probes of Mars 
and Venus. 

So the Kremlin is offered a clear opportu- 
nity to take another step toward easing world 
tensions if that is what it really wants. Dur- 
ing the reappraisal of our defense policy, be- 
fore any marked change in military outlays 
has been decided on, the Soviets can, if they 
choose, respond to the President’s proposals 
in such a way as to contribute to a rebirth 
of confidence and understanding—or they can 
take actions that will only harden the na- 
tional will for a greater military effort. 


A Whiff of Salt Air 

In a manner of speaking, the Navy has 
come back into its own in the White House. 
This is due to President Kennedy’s quick 
renovation of the executive office. The fire- 
place mantel now bears a scale model of a 
three-masted schooner. On either side of the 
schooner is a painting depicting naval action 
in the War of 1812. During President Eisen- 
hower’s occupancy the room was austere; 
now it will have a New England coziness. 
President Roosevelt was an enthusiastic sailor 
and liked to have reminders of the sea around 
him. President Truman’s military experience 
was in the Army; so, of course, was Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s. Mr, Kennedy was a naval hero of 
the last war. Old Salts will be pleased by 
the change and doubtless will be sending the 
new President nautical souvenirs. Perhaps 
someone will even invent a stabilizer for the 
ship of state. 


Against a Rail-Owned Barge Line 


An Interstate Commerce Commission exam- 
iner’s recommendation against the applica- 
tion of the Illinois Central and Southern Pa- 
cific railroads for permission to buy the John 
I. Hay Barge Line is, we believe, decidedly 
in the public interest. The examiner’s recom- 
mendation may now be approved, reversed 
or modified by the commission itself. While 
we hope the commission will uphold its gen- 
eral principle in favor of competition, the 
examiner's report contains a sub-line of 
thought which deserves re-examination. 


he proposal, he said, could be made ac- 
ceptable if the railroads would agree to con- 
fyne their water freight hauls to those that are 
art of a railroad movement. It was made 
ainfully clear in the hearings that the rail- 
roads are not interested in promoting joint 
rail-water traffic or in losing railroad traffic 
to any barge line, even one that they owned. 
The consequences of the condition the exam- 
iner suggests would therefore, it seems to us, 
be to render the barge line virtually moribund 
from the outset, with no likely effects except 
to drive out water competition, capture its 
market and impose higher rail rates on its 
former customers. 


This initial action of railroads to take over 
barge operations is as important as it is be- 
cause it will set a precedent. Many other 
railroads also are eager to drive out barge 
competition by purchase and are only waiting 
to see how the Hay case comes out. In the 
new patterns of national transportation which 
are now being produced by acquisitions and 
mergers, an independent and healthy inland 


water transport is an indispensable element. . 


The examiner's suggestion to the contrary 
notwithstanding, we do not see how the ad- 
vantages of water transportation can, under 
any conditions, be preserved by subordinating 
them to the interests of railroad owners, 


A Profitless Course 


Representative Judd of Minnesota told the 
members of the Women’s National Republican 
Club what they wanted to hear when he 
charged at their convention in New York 
that the Republicans lost the presidential elec- 
tion through “chicanery.” An account of the 
meeting says that Dr. Judd’s sallies were 
greeted by “wave after wave of applause” 
from the 1650 women present. 


Dr. Judd, who was the keynote speaker at 
the 1960 Republican convention, said he had 
not the slightest doubt that the majority of 
the voters “who voted legitimately and whose 
votes were counted honestly” last November 
cast their ballots for the Republican ticket. 
Thus it is ‘‘clear,” he said, that the Republi- 
cans can win a majority of the votes; but 
they can lose elections through chicanery. 


This may be clear to Dr. Judd, but it is not 
clear to everyone. And it is a disservice to his 


—— 


party to perpetuate the theory, for which 
there is no proof, that the Democrats stole 
the election. It implies greater popular sup- 
port for Republican policies than can actually 
be demonstrated. In preparing for 1964 Re- 
publicans should develop sound policies with 
popular appeal; the cry, “we were robbed,” 
is not likely to win many votes. 


So St. Louis Can Compete 


Alderman Alfred I. Harris has finally got 
around to calling public hearings on the pro- 
posed new building code, a document of sev- 
eral hundred pages that could spark a revolu- 
tion in construction within the city limits. 
The bill was offered Sept. 30. Mr. Harris and 
his committee will have to move at an acceler- 
ated pace if hearings are to be completed and 
the measure considered by the full Board be- 
fore the session ends late in March. 


What distinguishes this code from the exist- 
ing one is that it is based on performance in- 
stead of specification. The present code re- 
quires builders to use certain materials— 
bricks, say—even if newer ones have been 
developed that might be cheaper to install and 
just as safe. While the old code has protected 
the interests of certain materials dealers and 
manufacturers, as well as Building Trades 
mechanics such as the Bricklayers for whom 
Mr. Harris has been the aldermanic spokes- 
man, it probably has resulted in more costly 
construction in St. Louis than in other metro- 
politan areas. 


As a spokesman for Downtown in St. Louis 
told the Harris committee, St. Louis needs 
the new code so as to be in position to com- 
pete with other progressive cities in attract- 
ing new business and commerce. New con- 
struction and new commerce mean new jobs 
and a growing tax base to help support good 
schools and good governmental service. These 
aims take priority over protecting the special 
position of presently favored groups. 

The new building code meets a long-stand- 
ing municipal need. We would hope that 
Aldermanic President Cervantes and the 
Democratic leadership see to it that Mr. 
Harris’s committee gives the matter the 
prompt and continuous attention it deserves. 


A New Chairman for FPC 


The appointment of J. C. Swidler as chair- 
man of the Federal Power Commission by 
President Kennedy holds hope of bringing 
new life and purpose into that weakened 
agency. Mr. Swidler, now a Nashville attor- 
ney, has a record as a tough-minded and hard- 
working public servant going back to 1933. 
He did much of the work that established the 
Tennessee Valley Authority’s distribution sys- 
tem through purchase of the Tennessee Elec- 
tric Power Co. properties, and later became 
that agency’s general counsel. 

Already, Mr. Swidler is being sniped at by 
some of the enemies he made in the course of 
his public service. The Knoxville Journal says 
he was fired from TVA in 1957 because Chair- 
man Herbert D. Vogel found he had been sup- 
plying questions to be posed to Arnold R.

A Proposal to Turn Formosa

The most distasteful inheritance 
which our new President receives 
from the Eisenhower Administration is 
the quagmire which currently goes 
under the misnomer of the China 
policy of the United States. 


It has been a policy only to the ex- 
tent that one can trace a line of in- 
creasing frustration, tension and inex- 
tricability as we have stumbled from 
one wrong decision to another.

2. China is a majority nation—a ma- 
jority because she has a low living 
standard and is desperately trying to 
industrialize; because her people are 
non-white; because she has never ex- 
perienced democracy; because Marx- 
ism and Communism are considered 
perfectly good blueprints for rapid 
national development by many under- 
deevloped nations; because, like most 
other countries of Asia and Africa, 
she has only recently emerged from a 
colonial-like status and shares with 
them a deep resentment of the past. 

3. Despite shortcomings, particularly 
in the agricultural segment, the pres- 
ent Red regime is probably the best 
China has known since the fifteenth 
century. It has given its people a 
strong sense of national strength and 
purpose, efficient government, renewed 
moral standards, impressive industrial 
development and hitherto unknown 
welfare services. 

Add to these a strong military force 
and a tight system of political and 
ideological control, and there emerges

4. China, with Russian assistance, is 
making progress in the atomic field. 
She already has atomic reactors, the 
third largest submarine fleet in the 
world, and will soon have atomic 
weapons. 

5. China serves only China. She is 
not Russia’s puppet, although, for the 
time being, she has no reason to break 
her present alliance with Russia. 

6. The Formosan regime is not 
democratic; it is a one-party govern- 
ment which crushes all opposition. 

7. Formosa exists only on American 
support; it is not a beacon of hope 
either for Chinese on the mainland 
or overseas. 

8. Many American military experts 
discount the military value of For- 
mosa. They argue that it is too 
vulnerable to waste precious installa- 
tions upon, and too unreliable to be 
a nucleus of American defense. 


Tn the light of the above propositions, 
we can deal more flexibly with our 
China policy than the Eisenhower 
Administration or the China Lobby 
would have us believe. 

The most widely discussed alterna- 
tive to our present sterile line is the 
*‘Two China Policy’’ with which Ches- 
ter Bowles—to Senator Dirksen’s great 
annoyance—is popularly associated. 


This would be a reasonable compro- 
mise, were it feasible. But since there 
is no provision in the U.N. Charter for 
China’s holding two permanent seats 
on the Security Council, the plan 
might better be called the ‘‘One China- 
One Formosa Policy.” 

Such a policy would only be accept- 
able to the Communists (and the aim 
of our policy must be reconciliation 
with them) if the Nationalists were 
ousted and Formosa neutralized.

selves, after having built up Chiang for 
sO many years, would now prove will- 
ing to ditch him. This solution, how- 
ever unpleasant, may be the best we 
can obtain. 


If the “One China-One Formosa” 
arrangement proved impossible to 
achieve, it would be necessary to move 
in more radical directions; i.e., after 
a suitable interval of preparation, turn 
the island over to the U.N. 


We would have to use the prepara- 
tory period to persuade Chiang to 
evacuate, warning him that if he did 
not the Communists would be certain 
to invade, in which case he would get 
no help from us. 

In the end, a non-Nationalist Free 
Formosa under U.N. _ sponsorship, 
pledged not to attack the mainland, 
would be preferable to an unfree For- 
mosa handed over to the Communists, 
or seized by them at a high cost of 
lives. 

Today the Chinese Communists have 
the initiative; their legal and moral 
claim to Formosa is strengthened by 
our own recognition, in 1945, that the 
island is an inalienable part of the 
China mainland. 

Only if we square ourselves with 
reality can we move constructively 
toward an accommodation with them, 

This somber but, we believe, realis- 
tic reappraisal of our position indicates 
the true dimensions of the China prob- 
lem. 

There are those who would argue 
that war is preferable to the solutions 
we have recommended, but it is diffi- 
cult to believe that most Americans 
would agree. 

Some argue that we ought to con- 
tinue our wait-and-see policy. But 
continued hesitation only involves us 
more deeply with a Nationalist regime 
committed to war, embroils us with 
our allies, and deprives us of the pos- 
sibility of influencing the attitudes and 
activities of our Communist neighbors. 

For these reasons, I believe that 
the new Administration cannot afford 
to back away from the prospect of es- 
tablishing workable relations with the 
largest and (at present) most vigor- 
ous country in the world. 

President Kennedy and his principal 
aides, Rusk, Stevenson and Bowles, 
will, however, require all the support 
that enlightened Americans can give 
when they settle down to the task of 
erecting from the shambles of our old 
China line a policy that can revive 
hope for peace.

Food for the Birds, 
Fun for the People 


THERE ARE NO STATISTICS available as to how many 
birds are watching people these days but a great many 
people are watching birds, judging from the letters which 
commented on a bird feeding. 

REN on oe A home economist writes 
a a to say that we could learn 
a lot about nutrition from 
bird watching. During a re- 
cent ice storm she ran out 
of expensive bird seed and 
decided to try out some of 
the family staples. First 
she tried white rice, aware 
of its nutritionary deficien- 
cies. The birds turned it 
down. She got the im- 
pression they'd starve first. 
“I began a huge batter, 
everything rich in vita- 
mins, minerals and pro- 
teins,’’ she wrote. ‘‘In my 
brain popped a picture of 
that M. U. mule who ate a 
straight line of grass down 
the pasture eating only on 
the side of enriched soil 
and not the poor soil. The 
memory of that mule and 
that straight line inspired me. I didn’t stop at eggs. I crushed 
and added the shells (calcium), raisins, whole wheat flour, 
oatmeal, a few cans of our tomcat’s favorite dog food, cans 
of milk. Then I baked it in thin layers on big tins.

This reader recommends, in addition to her high nutrition 
pancake, chicken feed to balance the budget if not the bird 
diet, tall kitchen windows for better bird viewing, shrubbery 
for shelter and bright flowers around the feeder.

A man from Imperial, Mo. writes to tell how bird 
watching has enlivened his retirement—‘‘Time never hangs 
heavy on our hands,”’ he says. When weather doesn’t permit 
outdoor communing with nature, he sits by the fire and 
makes wire suet holders for the birds. 

One woman wrote to say that her butcher saves suet 
for her bird feeding station. Another woman saves grease 
drippings in tin cans, also shells and grinds corn and then 
mixes it with sunflower seeds. 


Many bird levers have a squirrel problem. One 
woman told of putting out peanuts for the bluejays 
only to observe a squirrel picking them up, taking 
them away and then returning for more, She knew 
there hadn’t been time to eat the nuts so watched 
carefully and saw the squirrel hide them in the iris 
border. One cache was not hidden sufficiently, The 
squirrel looked around, found a leaf and put it care- 
fully on top of the peanuts. 


My favorite squirrel story is about the woman who tired 
of having the squirrels leap from a nearby tree to her bird 
feeder which was on top of a pole driven into the ground. 
One day she greased the pole, then watched with fiendish 
delight as the squirrels leaped from the tree, grabbed the 
pole and went sliding to the ground—‘‘faster than a fireman.”

In case any of you do not 
know what the bicycle exercise 
is, I will describe it for you. 


Sit on the floor. Roll back and | 
catch your hips with your hands, | 


elbows on the floor. Your hips 
are supported by your hands 
and elbows. Unless you know 
how to do this you should have 
someone help you or should lie 
with your head toward the wall 
so that you will not roll all the 
way over. 

Remain in this position while 
you pretend that you are riding 
a bicycle. Make large circles 
with your feet. This is a splen- 
did exercise for general leg 
contour. It builds gentle, lovely 
curves and firms the legs. How- 
ever, I think the following ex- 
ercise will build leg muscles to 
greater proportions. 


Stand facing a straight 
chair. Place your hands on 
the back of the chair. Rise as 
high on your toes as you 
can. Hold while you count to 
10. Lower heels to the floor. 
Continue doing this for 10 
times the first day. Gradually 
increase the number of times 
you do this exercise to 30 
times each morning and 30 
times each night.

A QUESTION about flowers 
has come from Gerry DeLion, a 
ninth grade pupil, who asks: 


Why do some flowers open 
at night and close during the 
daytime? 

Before giving an answer to 
this question, I wish to make a 
general remark, We are likely 
to think of flowers as something 
designed to please human beings, 
but the truth is that they serve 
a purpose for the plants. 

Colors of many kinds, also 
special smells, attract some in- 
sects. It is common for the in- 
sects to spread pollen from one 
flower to another. 

Most flowers stay open night 
and day. This is true of roses, 
tulips and thousands of other 
kinds, 

Some flowers rest, or go to 
sleep, for several hours during 
each period of 24 hours. 

The dandelion is a common 
flower that goes to sleep at 
night. The green leaves fold to 
gether and enclose the yellow 
petals after sunset, Sometimes

the closing of a dandelion takes 
place when the sky is darkened 
by clouds during daytime. 

Bees are famed for their 
in visiting flowers, taking away 
nectar, Later the nectar turns 
into honey. 

Butterflies and moths also 
spread pollen. Butterflies (like 
bees) sip the nectar in daytime. 
Moths make most of their visits 
at night, 

A few kinds of flowers open 
only during darkness. Such 
flowers depend on moths or other 
nightflying insects to spread 
their pollen. In daytime the 
petals of the blossoms are closed, 
and the flowers “sleep.”
